Storing "at least the value X", where X is a set of entry control quantities, is not a useful result, because it is not clear what these "entry 
control quantities" represent. In regards to the dependent claims 2,4> and 6. paragraph 13 of the Final Office Action stated that 
"Dependent claims 2, 4, and 6 appear to recite a specific practical utility, but it is not clear how they relate to the independent claims. The 
dependent claims recite that the 'control quantities are central processor utilizations in a computer system model', however, It is not clear 
which of the parameters in the independent claims correspond to the 'control quantities' claimed in the dependent claims" This problem 
has not been resolved In the after-final claim amendments.
